Decision as to Promotions ana Old 


Soldiers. 


New York, November 15.—Thomas J. Har- 
riz, one of the employes of the customhouse, 
was examined recently with a view to promo- 
tion.

Clark recovered iggwe and getting up, 
rushed upon Fricks, inflicting two wounds, 
oae in his neck on the left side, and the other 
in the left: breast, the blade of the kuife on- 
tering the left lung. Clark then walked off, 
but has not left town. Fricks was carried into 
the house of Mr, Wilkerson Smaliwood, and 
Dectors King and Wilcher called in. An ia: 
vestigation of the wounds showed that the 
jugular vein was sevored and that the biade of 
the knife, when the second thrust was made, 
entered the left lung. The attending physi-

All the 
farmers are said to be busy trying tosave the 
tubers. 

John D. Coxwell, a Wilkes county farmer, 
makes enough money on his potato crop to run 
hia farm. ia cotton issurpless, He is mak- 
ing money. 

Captain Tom Jones, of Coweta, one of the 
most experience d and successfal poultry raisers 
in the state, says twenty laying hens will ea: 
more than a horse. 


Mr.. T. P. Holloway, who runs a public . 


syrup mill in Upson county, has made this 
searon 1,500 gallons of sorghum and 300 gallous 
of ribbon cane syrup, 

Mr. Rivere, Donglas county, has raised this 
year, cane enough to make fifty-two gallons 
of fine syrup, and expectahe will make 300 
gallons‘of syrup next year. 

Mr. Fotch, of Calhoun county, run cight 
plows and made eleven and a half oales of cot 
ton tothe plow, 1,500 bushels of corn, and po- 
tatoes, peas, syrop, etc., in proportion. 

The cotton and corn crops of Mitchell county 
are upu:nally shortthis year, and the hogs 
have succumbed to the cholera; yet the re- 
sources of the county seem fo be equai to the 
emergency. 

The Leary Courier rejoices over the  pros- 
pect, and saye: 

The cane has been converted into svrup, the po- 
tatoes and the peanuts dug. and the fie barns 
cheerily on the country hearthstore these frosty 
nights. fhe bow! of the possum dog is also now

Mr. George G. Truitt, of Troupe county, the 
champion cotton grower of Geergla, has com- 
pleted the picking, ginning and baling of his 
cotton crop from seventy-five acres. He in- 
forms us that the sgeregate result is fifty-two 
bales, averaging 480 pounds each, This ona 
two- mule farm. 


Mr. J. B. Turner, of Paulding county, has 
an apple tree that has been ripening apples all 
the pasteummer, There were ripe apples on 
the tree in July, and at the same time had 
young apples of the same variety on it. The 
last cropis juat gathered, and a small crop has 
1ipencd every two or three weeks since July 
last. 

Omer Harper, of Madisou county, has just 
finished gathering a one- horse cotton crop on 
bis farm which turoed out 30 baleajof c »tton. 
Mr. Harper isa eplendid farmer and knows 
how and when and where work shouid be 
dove to reap the richest harvest. He experts 
to make 50 bales to the horse if he lives five 
years longer, 


Last week Mr. W. R. Gunn brought into 
Crawfordville a bunch of persimmoas, The 
bunch contained only three, and they weighed 
one and oné- quarter pounds. They were not 
the common persimmon, but were of the Jap- 
anese variety. He says they are too sweet to 
eat good when ripe. These measured ten 
inches in circumference. 


Mr. B. A. Sharp. of Carroll county, has gath 
ered 1200 pounds of cotton from one acre and 
feels aseured that he will get 550 pounds more 
—making in 2111750 pounds. Tae cotton is 
of the Piterkin variety, and Mr, Sharp says it 
will make 49 pouads of lint to 100 of seed. 
This w'l] give from the acre 700 pounds of 
lint, which is equal totwo small bales from 
obe acre, 


Mr. Joo 8. Smith, near Jones’s [Vills, Meri 
wether county, had an old-fashioned cora 
shucking last Thursday. The welkin raag 
with the echoes of old time corn songs and tho 
rapid hurking woutd bave done honor to ante 
helium. Mr. Smith was borne on atalwart

The Rule of the Majority. 

In diseussing Governor Gordon's inau- 
gural address, the Philadelphia Daily News 
eays: 

General John B. Gordon’s speech at his inangu- 
ration as governor of Georgia is worth notice as 
the expression of the opinion of a leading conserv- 
ative southerner onthe drift of our,mational gov- 
ernment. 

General Gordon declared his belief that the 
greatest of danger to his government lurks in 
“the silent but certain growth of a sentiment for 
stronger central government.’’ It might be fair to 
retort to General Gordon that this is a nation in 
which the majority rules, that when the majority 
want astrong government it will get one strong 
®nough to suit its ideas, and that these ideas cer- 
tainly are tending towards centralization. 

Butthe News is mistaken. Sach a retort 
would not be fair for the very simple reason 
that it would lack the basis of truth. Tae 
News evidently believes that the manage- 
ment of the government is similar to that 
of a New England town meeting. The 
great beauty of our system is that it pro- 
tectethe weak against the strong. Rhode 


Island has as many rights as New York, J 
and is as powerfal in the senate. The ma- \ 


jority elects a president, but ite power 
to rule is cut down and narrowed by the 
constitution and by the other limitations 
which are in eflect pledges of the safety of 
our institutions. Nor is it true thata ma- 

- jority can change the government to seit 
their ideas of strength. Whenever the states 
get ready to surrender one or all of their 
sights, the surrender must be made in the 
shape of an amendment to the constitution, 
2nd to do this requires something more than 
the consent of a majority. 


A Suggestion from Abroad. 

The discussion of the drink problem has 
reached Belgium, but the reformers in that 
country have no patience with our wild 
methods. One of their leaders, M. Sobrius, 
has a wonderiul scheme for the complete 
suppression of drunkenness. 

In the first place, M. Sobrius would fix the 
licenses at a very high figure, and thus 
greatly reduce the number of saloons. His 
next proposition will be better understood 
when stated in his own words. ‘‘Cardinal 
Richelien,’’ he says, ‘‘proposed at one time 
to decapitate duelists.* Well, in our day, I 
propose to decapitate every drunkard, after 
be is thrice convicted of the besotting crime!”’ 

M. Sobrius is in dead earnest. He assares 
us that the adoption of his plan cannot fail 
to make intemperance a thing of the past, 
and urges Belgium to give it a trial. 

In this country where the temperance re- 
formers pay no attention to the drankard, 
but wage a relentless war against the saloon- 
keeper, the suggestion of M. Sobrius will be 
received with astonishment.

‘Sobrius 
sees nothing wropg in selling liquor. Ia 
his eyes the crime is committed by the man 
who gets drunk. 


It is not likely that such extreme views * 


will meet with favor anywhere, but they 
are interesting as a part of the literature of 
the temperance reform movement,

A Step in the Right Direction. 

The joint resolution introduced in the 
house last week by the Hon. Mr. Calvin, of 
Richmond, and published in another col- 
umn, concerns a matter of vital importance 
to our peopie. . . 

Mr, Calvin’s reso lution requests our sena- 
tors and representatives in congress to be 
ceaseless in their efforts and in the exercise 
of ibeir influence, to secure the repeal of the 
act of congress imposing a tax of ten per 
cent on the circulation of all banks chartered 
uoder state laws. 

A similar resolution was adopted at the 
last session of the Sonth Carolina legisla- 
ture, and Georgia should plant herself firmly 
and squarely on the same line. 

Perhaps there is no ove act of congres- 
sional legislation that would do as much to 
meet the business necessities of the country, 
and of the sonth particularly, as the repeal 
of this unjust tax on state banks. The act 
as it stands is the most odious and oppres- 
sive form of protection. It fosters and pro- 
tects the monopoly enjoyed by the national 
banks, and deprives our people of the right 
to use their own credit in their own way. 
Until we get rid of this unjust war measure 
there will be no such thing as cheap money 
in the south, and the evils and inconven- 
iences of an unequal circulation will be 
mainly felt-in this section. 

Mr. Calvin’s resolution, or one to the same 
effect, should be passed by the legislature of 
every state that is not under the control of 
those who now monopolize the capital of the 


country.

gailons of water with his dinneris not only fat, 
but rebust. He dgesn’t know what it is to be seri 
ously il], and he enjoys life more thoroughly than 
any mani know. I have been at a loss hitherto to 
account for his overwhelming vitality—for his ex- 
traordinary supply of animal spirits, But it is no 
lopgeramystery. It is the water. 


Without exception, I think, it will be found that 
those who drink little or no water are of slender 
girth and somewhat cynical in their views—verita- 

le pessim ists indeed—or at least inclined that way. 
The real fountain of wit is not the flowing bowl, 
but the water-pitcher, and it is a source of inspira-

In my boyish days I was acquainted with an old 
gintleman who boasted that he had drank no 
water in forty years, This gentleman was well 
known in Georgia at one time, and is probably re- 
membered by many of the older readers of Tite 
CONSTITUTION. I allude to the late 8. N. Boughton, 
who was one of the proprietors of the Milledgeville 
Federal Union, at a time when both the Union 
and the Southern Recorder, edited by R. M. Orme, 
were the leading papersin the state. Mr. Bough- 
ton was a very pleasant gentleman, but his whole 
appearance showed that the anti-water theory is 
opposed tonature. His health was not good, and 
his skin had the appearance of parchment, so that 
he formed a ghastly contrast to his jolly co-part- 
ner, Mr. Barnes—who, by the way was the father 
ot Billy Barnes, the versatile genius who used to 
make Atlanta lively. 

Taking everything into consideration, I would 
advise the public to drink plenty of water, The 
present generation, in my opinion, is short on 
water.

In Knight's History of 
England (volume 3, page 77) we are told that while 
things; were bought and sold cheap ‘the laws 
consigned the workingmen to the fetter and 
the whip.’ In volume 2, page 22, Kaight 
says that while things were cheap ‘the poor w ore 
cast into prisons, they were placed in stocks, they 
were whipped at the cart’s tail, they were hanged 
in batches of tens and twenties atthe samo time 
from the same gallows.’ Iconid fill several num- 
bers of Tho Bulletin with extractsfrom standard 
historics showing the poverty, the ignorance, the 
misery, and the degradation of labor while things 
were bought and sold cheap, History shows that 
while things were bought and sold cheap the 
masses of the people were worse housed and worse 
fed than the beast which they envied. History 
also shows that as prices advanced, the physical, 
the menta), the moral, the social and the financial 
condition of the farmer, the laborerand the me- 
chapic advanced with them. Let me refer again 
to Knight’s History: 

'* ‘From 1600 to 1630 prices advanced 100 per cent, 
owing to the increase of gold and silver. This a4- 
vance in prices gave an impulse to production aad 
Cultivation, creating a demand for labor, and thus 
the workipgthen emerged from the serfdom of 
ages,’ ”’

The drift of the objection to the new schedule is 
this: It is claimed that they were made entirely to 
suit the convenience of travelers from the east and 
west to Florida.

This makes it difficult to reach local points at con- 
venient hours, and also difficult to reply promptly 
to letters received from such points. 

It is proper to state that the main objections are 
urged to the schedules of the Central and Rich- 
moud and Danville railroads, 

In the case of the Central railroad it is urged that 
Many important letters are received from Macon 
and points between by the train now arriving at 
12:150’clock a.m. Such letters cannot be answered 
ubtil 2 o’clock p.m. of the same day. Formerly, 
letters received at 9:30 o'clock p..m. could be 
answered by the train leaving Atlanta at 6 o'clock 
&.m. Another objection is that points between 
Atlanta and Macon cannot be reached in the 
morning, unless the traveler gets up at midnight 
and takes the train leaving at 2:25 o’clock a. m. 
To get up at such ap hour is unpleasant and incoun- 
venicnt, 

In the case of the Richmond and Danville, it is 
urged that asthat road isa favorite line among 
business men who find it necessary to visit New 
York andother eastern points, at least one train 
should be run in theinterest of Atlanta. Hereto- 
fore, the objectors say, a business man could de- 
vote the entire day to business and then leave for 
New York at5 o'clock p.m. Now he must lose 
one half of the day and leave at 1:45 o'clock p m.
